Morrisville Nurseryman Succumbed to 


Heart Disease—Fell on the Street 


Saturday Night. 


William H. Moon^ founder of the 


William H. Moon Nursery Company, 
of Moiriisville, dropped dead on west 
Statestreel, Trenton, about S o'clock 
Saturday night, while on his way lo 
call on Dr. 1-aul L. Cort. 


Mr. Moon was apparently in the best 


of health when he left his

trolley- cur for Trenton. 
He alighted

happened by. Mr. Moon requested thai 
he be removed to the oifice of Dr. 
Cort, but Colonel Gilkyson, noticing 
the condition ol the man. sent for tin. 
physician. When Dr. Cort arrived, he 
pronounced Mr. Moon dead. 


Tbe body was then removed to tin 


Cort residence and was later taken l< 
tbe Mooti home. Coroner Bowels de 
cicled that no inquest was necessary 
Death is said to have resulted 
fron 


myocarditis and edema of tbe 
lung= 


Mr. Moon established the Olenwoo 
nurseries, Morrisville, 
which rank 


with the besl in this country, and ar 
well known throughout the United 
States and Canada, in 1871!. Having 
made a careful study of tho 
require- 


ments of each variety of plants ami 
Improved the soil lo tbe proper state, 
he made the Gleuwood nflrseries a fa- 
miliar name to those who desired any- 
thing iu tbe horticultural line. The 
story is told of Mr. Moon that he is 
the man who refused 
a $60,<HK) order 


fiom George Gould and his wife when 
tbe couple went through tbe nurseries 
one 
Sunday some yeais ago.

Moon told them that it was Sunday 
und Ibat he never did business on 
Sunday. He 
would, 
however, be 


pleased to consider 
them us guests. 


The humor of lhe situation slruck Mr. 
(iouldaud after going through-he gave 
the order for tbe trees and was indig- 
nant when Mr. Moon declined it. Af- 
ter some mouths Mr. G mid sent iu 
the order, this time an a week-day, 
and it was pi'omplly filled,
